Lyman Parkes uttered not. a word while in 
custody of the officers on his road to prison.

Every particular of his look and manner so 
plainly bespoke the bearer of important tidings, 
that‘all in the room stretched impatiently for 
ward waiting for him to catch breath, and even ( 
Lyman Parkes turned his head and bestowed on 
him an attitude of attention. 

“Well! well! What’s the matter?” exclaim- 
ed the Mayor impatiently. ‘“‘ What’s the mat- 
ter?” 

“¢ Smith Davie, your Honor, Smith Davis— ”’ 

** We'll, what of Smith Davis ?”’ 

“*He’s knocked the officer down and made 
his escape, your Honor!” 

No ‘sooner were these words uttered, than 
Parkes started as if he had been struck by a 
thunderbolt. His face turned deadly pale and 
all the color in his cheeks and vitality in his 
frame seemed to be concentred in his eyes. 
The rest of him appeared to be a statue, bat 

they glowed with a fearful lustre as he bent 
them upon the High Constable, that seemed as if 
it would.pierce him through and through. The 
blind. delusion of months had vanished at a 
breath. His mind at one grasp took in the aw- 
fulsmeasure of his betrayer’s treachery, and as 
it flew from point to point of the terrible dis- 
covery, new flashes of reproachful rage appear- 
ed to be added to the gaze that was beat, so fix- 
edly--bent upon: him; wiiom he looked

undoing. At length, sickening at the cootem- 

plation, he clasped his hands, and in a tone that 
betrayed the agony of.bis mind, exclaimed,

No one had spoken during this scene, and 
the effect of it was such, that not a word was 
uttered for three or four minutes afterward. 
Then. venturing upon. the pause, his Honor 
asked with a tone of smooth insinuation—‘“‘ Mr. 
Wilson,’ don’t you think you could put us in 
the way of finding this Davis?” 

Parkes had been asked this question before 
but had made no reply. He now turned 
slowly to the chief magistrate of the city and 
after looking earnestly at him for a moment, 
quietly remarked with a slight and reproachful 
shake of the head—‘‘ These are ‘simple 
questions !””

A cart havishg bean procured, all this apperesig 
was immediately transferred to the. police office, 
and old Thorpe and his wife were duly trans- 
ferred under the care of their official guardians 
to the “Tok up.” 

Pep ating now appeared to_ be complete, 
and 0 satisfied were the officers that all was 
dafe, that Thorpe was not even examined that 
night atall. This proceeded from a confidence 
in the representations of the King of the 
Koneyackers, who had assured his employers at 
the time of-hie dhanging the mode of the arrest, 
that Thorpe’s testimony against Parkes might 
be implicitly relied on.

case, almost immediately after the conclusion of 
the Judge’s charge. The case having been 
brought to this conclusion, Blayney who had 
been opposed to the proceedings which had led 
to it, though he-had been obliged to perform a

His Honor, after remarking: upon the hein- 
- ousness of the criminal’s offence, and stating 
that by law he could condemn him to an im- 
prisonment of fifteen years, sentenced him to 
five yeara confinement in the penitentiary, re- 
serving the right to add the other ten at the time 
eof the expiration of the first term, in case the 
prisoner should not fulfil certain promises, which 
the Court had been informed he had made, of 
revealing certain chemical arts for the erasure, 
alteration ‘and transfer of signatures on bank 
notes, for the protection of the various banking 
institutions of the country.

The arrest of the great counterfeiter, and his 
triumphant conviction in the Circuit Court was 
the occasion of a great deal of popular satisfac- 
tion, and the wonderful sagacity and untiring 
vigilance of his Honor the Mayor, was for seve- 
ral weeks, the subject of geueral eulogium.

‘Prison Life” and ‘‘ Prison Discipline,’ 
BY A DISCHARGED CONVICT. 
No. III.

My object will be now to contrast the present diaci- 
pline of the prison with what it was in former years. 
Then, if a young man who possessed the least intelli- 
gence, and who had fallen an accidental victim to crime, 
was unfortunate enough to have a term of years to serve 
in our State prisons, though dark and terrible was the 
day that he entered it, it could not have been much lees 
so when he waved its ponderous doors faréwell! No 
provision in the way of money or otherwise, being made 
for him to enter the world, he hails the day of hia liber- 
ation, more in doubi and dread, than in hope and joy.— 
He felt that he went forth with the mark of degradation 
upon his brow—that he had no place to go to—and that 
his friends and home must be the very last things 
thought of in hia reunion with the world. Being, 
therefore, frequently d iven to desperation, by shame and 
want, he rushes fearlessly into the commission of new 
errors, and listens to the temptations of human land- 
sharks, who prow! around him, and hold out the bait 
of allurement to his wavering miseries. He has only to 
walk one block in the.vicinity of our “Five Points,” 
where sometime congenial spirits, and old and well re- 
membered fices recognize him with a joyful salutation, 
and extend the hand of their dark fellowship to him 
again. Had he, therefore, have had, prior to his meet- 
ing them, any intention of reform, such thoughts are 
entirely obliterated and whistled down the wind, after 
an association of twenty-four hours with his old com- 
panions. 

These, my dear sirs, are terrible temptations to a soul

Its first 
meeting was held in the Apollo Saloon, Broadway, 
where the most distinguished and intelligent gentlemen 
of our city took into consideration the subject of Prison 
Discipline and the Reform of Convicts. How well they

fast and powerful trienda, ready and willing to stand by 
them in the hour of need, and to shield them from per- 
secution under any circuthafances; also totake those 
by the hand who proveto be worthy, and furnish them 
with means to commence an hunest business. I can 
point to iddividuals in this city who are now doing s 
prosperous business, under these auspices. The ar-o- 
ciation have an office in Nassau street, where dis- 
charged conviets are directed togo. Amongst its mem- 
bers are some of our most distinguished philanthropists. 
One in particular, with whom the discharged prisoner 
is most likely to come in contact, deservee to be 
singled out for the peculiar commendation ef mankind. 
It would be buta trifling tribute, Messrs. Editors, to 
the exalted worth of that good man, whose whole life 
has been spent in ameliorating the: suffering of his fel- 
low creatures. The prisoner’s feelings upon his first 
interview wi h this man partakes of the same nature as 
those of the returning prodigal son. He hears from him 
the first encouraging voice of friendship, and in place of 
cold formality and dull distrust, finds a cordial and 
fatherly reception, accompanied by a generous confi- 
dence in his protestations of sincerity for future reform. 
He then goes boldly forth into the chilling world, with 
the convietion that he enjoys the friondship and esteem 
of men who are willing, and powerful enough, to assist 
him in any emergency, if he pursue a course of consis- 
tent honesty. 

The mode of punishment in practice now, is a wise 
and salutary one. If a man is reported for bad be- 
haviour, he is deprived of hia meal or his books, and 
he has his choice to do without one or the other. It is 
amusing to see the derelict almost invariably prefer bis 
book to his dinner. You may probably think that this 
mode of punishment is slight, but that is not all—a re- 
fractory prisoner is treated in a measure with neglect 
and contempt by the officers, and all the litile sources of 
emulation are withheld from him. Under these influ- 
ences he soon begins to feel the “ withering blight,” and 
immediately endeavors to keep pace with his more de- 
serving fellow-prisoners. Should he be too refractory, 
he is put in a dark cell, at solitary confinement, or given 
a shower bath. 

The manner in which the library booke are distri- 
buted is as follows: On Sunday, at twelve o'clock, one 
of the most deserving prisoners among eight hundred is 
left out, who goes the rounds of the galleries with his 
basket of volumes, and exchanges with each man. This 
peripatetic librarian is in great favor with the whole 
prison, for it is in his power to greatly add to or abridge 
their enjoyments. Should he be open to “ bribery and 
corruptiun,’’ he might return to his room with his bas- 
ket ladened with the “current coin” of the prison, 
tobacco, which, notwithstanding it is prohibited in the 
establishment, finds its way there in no small quantities. 
Ihave seen five pounds, contraband, atalump. The 
man who delivered the books a few years ago, was one 
in whom the officers placed the most implicit confi- 
dence. He was universally esteemed by officers and 
men, and in conseqtence of his excellent demeanor, 
. frequent applications for his restoration to liberty were 
made to the Executive. At length, through the urgent 
solicitations of his former employer and benefactor, a 
wealthy gentleman of great benevolegce and generosity, 
in New York, his pardon was granted by Governor 
Bouck. Prior to his leaving the prison, he was selected 
from the assembled congregation, on a Sabbath morn- 
ing, and held up as a fit object for the exercise of Exe- 
cutive clemency, and his gond conduct, for a long term of 
years, was clog uy ¢ ted upon by the Chief of 
the Board of Inspectors, as an example worthy of being 
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I prospects, with the patronage of the very maa 
Gal Eaekieh-ectaae hehad abused! This 
geatfeman took him tohis home, and exercised over him 
‘the most fatherly care, and made him, in fact, an object 
of envy to many of the leas fortunate around him, But, 
alas! in an evil hour the tempter came. Taking 
umbrage at the occasional reproofs of his protector and 
best friend, he gradually estranged himeelf frosi ‘his 
guardianship, and descending rapidly from stage 
stage, tampered with the intoxications of the cup, and 
finally fell a victim to its debasing influences, and the 
evil associations of its votaries. What has become of 
him now? The reports of the lest King’s County See- 
siong will answer. There you will see in the record, 
that “a man of fine personal appearance, superior in- 
telligence and education, was convicted on two indict- 
ments of burglary,—a terrible commentary on the fate 
of the backslider. “Had he,” in the language of an 
esteemed correspondent at Sing-Sing, “feared God so 
mach as ‘to hate evil,’ he would have shunned evil as- 
sociations, and lived to the end of life a happy and coa- 
tented man.’’ 
This was indeed a shock to the hopes and feelings of 
the association. ft is worthy of remark, however, that 
the unfortunate individual in ques ion, never, through 
feclings of false pride, consented to approach the aseo- 
ciation from the time of his return. 
An important reform is that of the burial service. In 
eld times, when a prisoner died, his remains were con- 
veyed, rudely and hastily, to the burial ground, and 
perhaps there were not twenty in the whole prison whe 
knew that one of their number had passed from amongst 
them! No mention of it was madeto them, and perhaps 
on the Sabbath, it was but slightly, if it all alluded to.— 
Now, however, the last sad rites are very different.— 
When an inmate dies, the whole prison is convened ia 
the chapel on the morning of the burial. The brief in- 
cidents of the life and character of the individual are 
given, and an eloquent appeal to the understanding of 
the prisoners, by the good and zealous chaplain, whe 
still officiates, and uader whose touching exhortation, I 
have often seen the tears stream down the hardened aad 
furrowed features of these sons of crime. 

Perhaps the most interesting department of the whole 
prison is the Hospital. ’Tis there can be witnessed the 
last moments of the miserable man who is doomed to 
breathe the last hour of his earthly expiation in a 
prison, I never shall forget the first death I witnessed 
there. It was that of an individual who acknowledged 
in hia parting hours, that two weeks before, he hed 
played at cards on the lidof a coffin! This thought 
seemed to overwhelm hia very soul with horror, and he 
had no ease till he revealed it to the chaplain. My emo- 
tions at that time were profoundly painful, but I sooa 
became accustomed to such scenes, until at length i 
could witness death with ordinary sadness. I have 
seen dying creatures pray but for s moment’s sight of 
their dearest friends, before they breathed their last ia 
aprison! It was this thought that appeared to over- 
power them! Could they but live their lives over 
again, how different would be their course. It seemed 
cruel that they must lie there and die, s0 wretched, so 
friendiess, and so desolate! But this is one of the ter- 
rible penalties of crime ! 

A convict’s corpee is allowed to be taken away if it is 
desired by his friends, and itis only when a man dies of 
an extraordinary disease that dissection takes place, and 
then it is done with a perfect regard for the feelings of 
the other prisoners. I could, however, relate some dis- 
tressing circumstances under this head, but I forbear, as 
T do not wish to engender a feeling of rancour, within 
the breast of a single human being. 

The chaplain patrols the prison every Sabbath, and 
takes down the names of those who wish to write to 
their friends, and the next day he furnishes them the 
means inthe way of paper, &c. They are allowed to 
see their frienda at proper intervals, and the privilege 
of making known their wants or grievances to the 

Board of Inspectors. The Hospital diepensing hours 
are from 9 to 12 o'clock, when a prisoner, who under- 
stands medicine, and who fills a comfortable and impor 

ant situation in the hospital panies the physi- 

cian of the prison in hie “clinique.’’ A regular minute 
of the name of the patient, and the nature and progress 
of _his disease, is kept, which is all copied in the “sick 
register,’’ from which it is compiled, for the use of the 
Senate, annually, in the Inspector's Report. The phy- 
sician is generally amongst the most eminent of the 
medical faculty. In his visits round the cots of the in- 
valids, should there be any one approaching death—he 
warns him of his situation, and holds out no flattering 
hope. Unjust censure is frequently attached to the phy- 
sician, in proportion to an increased number of deaths 
during the year, no allowance being made for the fact 
that the majority of his patients are men whose consti- 
tutions are entirely ruined by the dissipations or adver- 
sities of life. In nine cases out of ten, a man who has 
the “cat”? ordered him has been previously far ad- 
vanced into Phthisis Pulmonalis, the common and pre- 
valentdisease amongst prisoners. It is unjust, therefore, 
to lay imputations at the door of medical men well 
skilled in their profession,

ComMUTATION OF CaPiITAL PUNISHMENT. —

Bonpinc Imicrants.—From the report of 
Assistant Alderman Purser, made to the Board 
of Aldermen aoe in td to the abuses 
and frauds practised on alien passengers ar- 
riving at this port, it appears that the city 
authorities have lost large sums of money by 
the bonding system, all of which, has gone to 
enrich those who are engaged in_bringing 
aliensto this country. During the last eee 

ears, 181,615 passengers have arrived at this 
port, while but $21,452 17 have been received 
as commutation money, and $19,939 28 on ac- 
eount of ngers bonded, making a toal of 
$41,391 45; whereas if one dollar per pas- 
senget had been exacted as commutation 
money, the city authorities would have re- 
ceived $181,615. That the system of bonding 
passengers affords no security to the city is 
evident from the fact, that individuals among 
the passenger carriers are bondsmen to the 
amount of $100,000, and that during the past 
year bonds have been executed to the amount 
of $21,320,40), and if any unforeseen calamity 
should occur, and these persons should be 
thrown on the city for support, one fifth part of 
the bonds would never be paid. The commit- 
tee, in view of these facts, recommend that 
application be made tothe Legislature for the 

of the act now before that body ; and 
certainly facts enough have been presented by 
the efficient superintendent George W. Ander- 
son, Esq.,to prompt immediate action by the 
Legislature.

Tartav or Caprain JOHNSTONE, OF THE SHIP 
Toxy.—The trial of this notorious individual 
for the horrible murders and atrocities on board 
the ship Tory, the publication of which, in our 
columns a few weeks ago, excited such a deep 
sensation of horror in the community, was 
held before the Central Criminal Court of Lon- 
don, on Thursday, 5th February. 

The Attorney General prosecuted and the 
prisoner was ably defended by his counsel 
Mr. Jerrie. Allthe seamen of the Tory, with 
their gastly wounds patched over and half 
healed, appeared upon the witness stand and 
testified in succession, substantially to the same 
effect as on their former appearance, before Mr. 
Broderip, the commissioner. The court was 
thronged during the trial, and the most intense 
interest pervaded the audience and extended 
itself to the throngs without. The trial con- 
tinued from Thursday morning until half past 
two o’clock on Saturday afternoon, when the 
Jury after a recess of several hours, returned 
with a verdict of acquittal on the ground of 
insanity ! We are not in possession of the full 
report of the trial, and will forbear any com- 
ment until we obtain it and are enabled to lay 
it before our readers. We gather the above 
particulars from The London Sunday Times of 
Febraary 8th, which was obtained by the 
Herald’s Overland Express, of the packet ships 
Zurich and Liverpool. The steamship Hiber- 
nia which is now due, will bring our own files, 
and will enable us to spread’ the details of the 
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the month of February, of which ‘Ex-Alderman 
William Gale, was foreman, has prepared and 
senta memorial tothe Legislature, in oppcsition 
to the action of the Common Council, “ asking 
leave to. raise $2,500,000, for the expenses of 
the city for the year.” We hive examined 
this memorial, and notwithstanding the fact 
that retrenchment could be effected in the esti- 
mate of the Common Council yet stajements 
and conclusions are presented by this body 
entirely erroneous, and in some instances per- 
fectly ridiculous and absurd. For instance, all 
the parade about fraud and speculations in the 
Alms House, has been exploded by the reports

not increased—have no new streets been open- 
ed—have no new dwellings been erected for 
the past year? They also object to the police 
appropriation, and contend that it is no im- 
provement on the old watch department; and 
. finally recommend sweeping the streets by con- 
tract! This is enough to stamp this memorial 
as the grumblings of a few narrow minded par- 
tizans, who might have recommended some 
few financial reformations, but in theig hot 
zeal to cast censure upon the present party in 
power, have exposed the real motive that 
prompted the preparation of this paper—that ie, 
party spirit, and the usual spring bulletin of the 
outs against the ins.

Joun A. Cantar, THE Counranrztrzr.—The 
recent unsuccessful attempt made by this rascal 
to escape the justice about to be administered to 
him, (by breaking through the walls of the new 
prison at Jefferson market,) should prompt the 
public authorities to watch the movements of his 
counsel and out-door assistants, with great 
scrutiny, as no rogue in the community possesses 
more cunoing, or is more deserving of every 
day’s imprisonment that the force of the law 
can impose. Assoon as his attempt to escape 
was discovered, Mr. Gardner, the keeper of the 
prison, placed him in a lower cell, and applied 
to the proper authorities for irons to secure him, 
but none could be obtained. Since then he has 
been watched bya police officer selected for 
that purpose. For the last two years this rogue 
has been in the practice of spending much of his 
time in the rear of Hoboken, and but a few 
month’s since succeeded in passing between 
seventy and eighty dollars upon Augustus 
Georgeot, keeper of Vauxhall Garden, for a 
watch and jewelry. These complaints have 
been laid against him, and when he has served 
his term of fifteen years at Sing-Sing, he can be 
handed over to the authorities of New Jersey. 
He took lodgings at the New York Hotel dur- 
ing the past winter, and while there, passed a 
$20 counterfeit bill, purporting to be of the 
Farmers’ Bank of Troy, on Wm. B. Hatch, 
who occupies a gentleman's furnishing store, at 
723 Broadway. There are also two previous 
charges against him, which, with the others 
combined, make a total of six offences of pase- 
ing counterfeit money. As he has been fully 
committed, no doubt his associates will attempt 
to procure his release on bail, but no magistrate 
or Judge can so far violate the rights of the 
people as to let him loose, unless it is one who 
would bail a fugitive from justice from another 
State, to appear before the Court of Seasions of 
this city! 





Tue Granp Jury or THE Sessions for this 
term have been discharged, previous to which 
the usual presentment was made. They report 
the City prison as cleanly and well regulated, 
but represent the lock up department under the 
control of the Police Magistrates of the Tombs 
as “damp, filthy, greasy and offensive.” What 
say you to this Messrs. Osborne, and thou po- 
tent Magnate, Drinker? They recommend a 
second ‘“ Black Maria” to convey female 
prisoners to Blackwell’s Island, and speak of 
the Penitentiary and other buildings, as well 
governed by the present keepers, but advise 
the erection of some temporary tenements for 
present use. They say that “ the prisoners 
Costello and Mason convicted of abortion, 
are treated in every respect similar to all the 
other prisoners—the former being employed in 
sewing at the work-shop for females, and the 
latter being confined in his cell by a spinal com- 
plaint. Mason is not only unable to labor, but 
they think him a fit patient for the Hospital.”

Arnold, the Forger—Success of the National 
Police Gazette in Providence—Engraving in 
the Massachusetts State Prison, &c. 
Provipence, March 16, 1846. 

Gentlemen—I perceive by your valuable paper 
of Saturday last, a notice to your correspondent . 
«H. P. J.” requesting him to forward you any 
other information that might have come to his 
knowledge, respecting young Arnold, since the 
time that was written. I have made some in- 
quiry, bu: find nothing of importance, save that 
his father and brother have settled with thoxze 
whom he imposed upon, and he is supposed to 
have gone to Oregon, or Texas. The papers 
here have not yet spoken of it, and this is the 
reason I communicated the facts to you—know- 
ing that respectability would not shield the 
scoundrel in your columns. 

Your paper, which already hasa large circu- 
lation in this city, is fast increasing in pepulari- 
ty. Your correspondent’s remarks on Prison 
Discipline, attract a good deal of attention, 
being instructive and well put together. In his 
remarks on the different trades carried on in 
that Institution, I do not see that of “‘Engrav- 
jag” spoken of. A gentleman of my acquaint- 
ance, and by the way a deputy sheriff in Massa- 
chusetts, informs me that he visited the Massa- 
chusette State Prison afew deys ago, and to his 
surprise, found a number of presses that are kept 
constantly moving in thie businese—eo you per- 
ceive that we have institutions in these parts to 
Jearn men an art that may one day prove a curse 
to the State that allows it.

A Waarnine Tro Torgrs.—On Monday last, 
says the Philadelphia Ledger, a man named 
Taylor, was prosecuted to conviction in the 
Quarter Sessions of Philadelphia, for habitual 
inebriation. The Court sent him to prison for 
three months, and held him to bail in the eum 
of $300, for good behavior for one year. This 
conviction is under the old law against habitual 
drunkards, but is the first case of the kind on 
record for nearly half a century, though many 
persons have been summarily committed as 
vagrants under similarcircumstances. We have 
been told that it is in contemplation to revive 
a@ similar o}d Jaw in this city. 








Crummnat Justice in Puwaperruia.— We 
had occasion some few weeks since to notice 
the course of Judge Parsons, of the Philadel- 
phia Quarter Sessions, in granting a new trial to 
that old rogue, Jack Gibson, after a clear con- 
viction, at which time the Judge denounced the 
opinions of the public press of this city and 
Philadelphia, given in opposition to his deci- 
sion, and avowed that he cared not a pin for its 
influence or conclusions. This was to be ex- 
pected from all who understand the peculiar 
formation of the Judge’s brain, but little did we 
expect to be compelled so soon to add another 
case to the brilliancy of his former legal opin- 
ions. 

From the ‘“‘ Public Ledger” we learn that on 
Saturday last, a young man, named Robert 
Laning, was arraigned before Judge Parsons for 
sentence. He had been tried for being found 
in the house of his cousin, Wm. Laning, whither 
he had went for lodgings, and the jury, under 
the charge of Judge Parsons, rendered a verdict 
of burglary, with intent to commit a felony !— 
The Ledger, in commenting upon the appear- 
ance and conduct of the prisoner on being ar- 
raigned for sentence, says :— 


‘* In regard to the offence for which he stood 
convicted, he disclaimed any hostile or dishon- 
est.intent. After he had been parted from his 
wife, he got sick and e destitute; he 
could get no emplo. ment, and was compelled to 
pick up a scanty subsistence, and get ter 
trom the cold at nights as best he could. 

** From living at hie cousin’s he had become 
petfeetly familiar with the house, and had for 
nine nights during the intense cold weather of 
last month, obtained an entrance by a way 
known to him only, and had warmed himself at 
the kitchen fire atter the family had retired. He 
would, in the course of thietime, occusionally 
go up into the room formerly occupied by him 
and his wife, sit there,. over his mis- 
fortunes till he got chilled, go down into the 
kitchen again, and leave the house before any 
one was up in the morning. On the night of the 
alarm he had, after drying his boots at the 
kitchen fire, taken them off, and gone to his ac- 
customed brooding place up stairs. On his re- 
turn he observed his cousif’s chamber door 

y open, and, for what reason he knew not, 
e had no thought of injury, he opened it further 
and looked in. At this moment one of his boots 
dro’ on the floor, and made a noise which 
awakened Mrs. Laning. He stooped to pick 
up the boot and she screamed out; he fled from 
the house, much more alarmed, he assured the 
Court, than she possibly couldbe. His stooping 
position, as he was picking up the boot, and her 
sudden awaking, he br geo led herto imagine 
him as creeping into the chamber on his hands 
and knees. e prisoner was deeply affected 
during this narrative, and at this stage he turn- 
ed, looked at the prosecutor, and said, “‘I do 
not think my cousin has done me justice in this 
matter—I do not want to occupy the bad posi- 
tioa in which I now appear—I amsick, and 1—I 
—I”—here the convulsive twitchings of his 
countenance d further utternuce, and he 
sat down, apparently overcome by his emotions, 
baried his face in hishands, and pought relief in 
tears. 

‘‘ Judge Parsons said that he sympathized 
with his distresse:, though, from tlie testimony, 
they were evidently brought on by his own mis- 
conduct. As to-his criminal intention in erter- 
ing the house of his cousin at that hour of the 
night, he had nothing now to say—the jury had 
decided that question against him. It was not 
the intention of the Court to treat this case as 
one. of. great atrocity, and give anything like 
the extent of punishment allowed by the law.— 
The ca-e was however somewhat aggravated, 
and would not permit of the lowest term of im- 
prisonment, which was two years. It was, 
therefore, the sentence of the Count, that the 

risoner undergo a colitary confinement ag hard 
fabor in the Eastern Penitentiary for the term of 
three years. ‘The prisoner is, apparently, in the 
last stage of consumption, and it was the opin- 
ion of many that this was equivalent to consign- 
ing him to his tomb, for none believe that he 
will ever return from the prison walls alive.” 


Who can peruse this statement without being 
sick at heart? Is it possible that a human being 
could be thus arraigaed, tried, convicted and 
sentenced to infamy, and consequent death, by 
a Court that could find sympathy for Jack Gib- 
eon, and in the end grant him a new trial ? Can 
it be that a Judge could first torture this dis- 
tressed man, by professing to “‘ sympathize ” 
with him, and afterwards sentence him to soli- 
tary imprisonment for three years, for attempting 


to shield himself from the cold of a winter’s . 


night, by taking refuge in the dwelling of his 
own relative? We envy not the sleep of Judge 
Parsons.
